| Completeness of Christ's Character. 


“Freedom from fault, however, is rather 
a negative than a positive exeellence; and 
itis possible to conceive a character on 
which this verdict must be pronounced, 
which yet shall fail to command our love 
or veneration from the absence of positive 
and striking virtues. In order, therefore, 


. todo justice to the character of our Lord, 


we must observe that its excellence is no 
less positive than negative—that it is dis- 
tinguished alike by the absenee of all de- 
fects, and by the presence and combination 
of all vires, A character on which such 


a verdict may be justly pronounced, is one 


which must stand by itself among the char- 
acters of men, 


A character 
uniting in itself all positive excellences, 
without any drawback arising from weak- 
ness or sinfulness, is what we are never 


‘permitted to see, and what the experience 


of our race forbids us to hope to see in the 
ordinary course of humanity. The limits 


of human endowstents and attainments are 


‘such, that the virtaes which we observe in 


‘separate individuals are never all combined 


in the same individual. Se much, indeed, 
is this the case, that it rarely happens that 


® we find a character among men, distin- 


guished pre-éminently for more than one ex- 
cellence. In. the most illustrious specimens 
of our race we can always come to a point 
where excellence terminates and failing be- 
gins. Not ah instance occurs in which we’ 
do not find that something is lacking which 


_.a perfectly good and great man ought to 


possess. If the mind be of the robuster 
order, how often is it deficient in the gen- 


tler and more lovely featares of mental de- 


velopment! or, if there be a profusiou of 
the more graceful attractive virtues, how 
often have we to deplore the absence of 
firmness and. vigorous attachment to princi- 
ple! The man of ardent temperament is 


_ often rash, inconsiderate, and foolish; while 


_ OF mean. 


the man of cool jadgmeut aud acute intel- 
ligence is often callous, sometimes selfish 
and calculating, not unfrequently cunning 
The dignity which would make 
some characters venerable, becomes often- 
times, from the want of needful gentleness, 
the occasion of their being disliked or fear- 
ed. ‘The meekness and gentleness which 
would make some characters amiable, not 
seliom, from the want of counterbalancing 
dignity, only render them pitiable. Every- 
where, we find some lack in the characters 
of men, The yearnings -of the soul after 


_perfection can fiud no object in the actual 


world of men, on which to rest. If we 
can bnt find men there, who are good upon 


the whole, we must count ourselves happy. > 


A wan, whose excellences fairly balance his 
defects, is as near a0 approximation to the 
fuir ideal of character as, in our present 
condition, we can legitimately expect to see. 

“This imperfection of man is to be traced 
to that depravity which is the consequence 
of our fallen condition, and which operates 
in various ways and with different degrees

from this, there seems no reasou why one 
man should nét, in kind atleast, be as good 
as another, whatever differences there might 
be in degree among mei.

CHARITY FOR THE POOR. 


The scene of the soup-kitchen is touch- 
ing to a spectator, and speaks of good, 
hearty, human feelings. Still for one I 
distrust the whole operation of public 
feeding. | 

It is plain to us who visit among the 
poor, that a whining, beggarly spirit of 
pauperism is springing up among the poor, 
than which starvation is hardly worse.— 
The idea spreads among them that the pub- 
lic must take care of them, and that they 
need not make the least possible exertion 
to help themselves. That which above all 
makes up manhood, and to gain which a 
man may gladly suffer the worst rubs and 
blows of life—the sense of independence— 
is weakened in many of them. The soup 
kitchens may be necessary; they are, just 
for this crisis of hunger; yet they ure most 
dangerous experiments, and need great dis- 
crimination in management, - When will 
men learn that charity, true charity, does 
not mean only relief, but reform? To fill 
the empty stomach, to clothe the naked 
body, to give shelter and home to the 
homeless, is little to any one, and least of 

all to the man, except with it be combined 
some permanent influence on character.— 
And that charity which makes of « stardy 
man a whining pensioner, which changes an 
industrious woman into a wheedling, com- 
plaining, exacting supplicant, and brings 
up children in the first childhood to the 
whine and lies of beggary, is not worth the 
name.

There was Ose once, whose whole life 
was an act of beneficence; whose glance 
lit up the deepest gloom of poverty; who 
could give without stint, and not feel him- 
self robbed or disappointed at ingratitude, 
or crush those he benefitted. Yet from 
first to last with Him, charity was always 
accompanied with influences upon charac- 
ter. It was the permanent effect, not the 
present relief, he most desired.

I speak not only of those gross tempera- 
ments, which have given away under trouble 
to viscious indulgences. But I speak, also, 


to issue an interdict against the King of 
Sardinia, unless he should retrace his sieps 
with respect to the Catholic clergy. The | 
King thinks, what every reasonable and | 
unprejudiced person believes, that nuns | 
could be better employed in performing the 
social duties of life than in being confined 
within female prisons, and has therefore re- 
solved that a portion of them at least shall 
be liberated. He also thinks that the im- 
mense wealth acquired by the priests would 
be of more service if devoted to secular 
purposes, and he proposes to divest them 
of a portion. of their lands. | 

For these offenses he has been censured 
by the Pope, and that censure may be fol- 
lowed by an interdict. The interdict, in 
former times, was a terrible instrument in 
the hands of the Roman Pontiff. It was 
productive of the greatest calamities to the 
princes or nations against whom it was is- 
sued. Churches and the public roads were 
hung with mourning—all religious exerci- 


ly used at the interment of the dead—sub- 
jects were released from their allegiance to 
their sovereign—and the whole nation wore 
the aspect of sorrow. The proud monarch 
had to succomb to this mighty weapon of 
vengeance, and make the most humble sup- 
plication and submission, before he could 


drawn. | 

But those times have passed away, and 
the spread of intelligence has disarmed the 
Pope of his ecclesiastical power to affiict 
nations. His interdict would be looked 
upon now as a Silly farce in almost every 
country. It would be disregarded even in 
Rome, if there were not bayonets to enforce 
it. Against the King of Sardinia, it will 
be issued in vain—and, in fuct, this at- 
tempt to coerce the civil authority by such 
means, will be certain to affect, injuriously, 
the power and interests of the Pope. He 
cannot prevent religious persons from dis- 
charging their religious duties; and, if this 
cannot be done in accordance with the 
rights of the Catholic Church, Protestant 
churches will be resorted to. 

It is too late for the world to be ruled

Is it a wonder that 
such men, after buffeting the world unsuc- 
cessfully for years, at length should long 
for rest? Is it a wonder that they become 
Pariah’s and misantliropes?

As the Pope’s authority in Europe de- 
clines, it is probable that the attempt will 
be make to increase it inthe United States. 
Indeed, it is thought that the late simulta- 
neous attack upon the public school systein 
in various sections of the Union, was a part 
of a system designed to produce that re- 
sult. If so, it has shown the entire inabili- 
ty of the priesthood to. effect their object. 
The American people can never be subject- 
ed to ecclesiastical control by any sect; 
and, whilst the clergy continue to be de- 
pendent upon the laity for the means of sup- 
port, there can be no danger of encroach- 
ment upon the civil rights of the people.— 
Foreign Catholics may be willing and anx-

But it is merciful- 
ly arranged that these heats are soon succeeded 
with winds, and these fresh breezes that sweep 
over the wide expanse of waters, bring life, vigor 
and strength with them. For instance, 

day and the day before, were of the hot and sul- 
try cast, and everybody felt wilted and forlorn. 
The children looked anxious and discontented, 
and did not know why. Appetites failed except 
thirst, and that grew exorbitant, and the ser- 
vants were kept running with their tickets to 
the ice-room. Night came, anda breeze fresh- 
ened up. All slept well, and today it is blowing 
fresh, and everybody feels well. 

When we left San Francisco, it was not in- 
tended that we should put into Acapulco. But 
the number of passengers aboard is so great that 
it became -evident before we got down to that 
latitude, that our well would give out. So, to 
avoid a scarcity of water in these torrid regions 
we put into that refractory port. It looked just 
as it did six years ago, just as small and insigni- 
ficant. The water boat soon rounded the point, 
and as it approached, I was about to say to a 
friend, standing by, that it was as large as the 
little Mint on which I made my first trip to Sac- 
ramento in 49, when some one else remarked 
that it was the Mint itself. Well, there she was, 
the littleegg-shell. I had forgotten that she was 
so very small,but I had not forgotten having paid 
$30 fare to go up, and the same the next day to 
come back. | 

Our passengers, I lave mentioned that they 
are very numerous. And yet we are having as 
agreeable a time as could be expected. There is 
excellent order and system aboard. The ship is 
clean, and kept clean by constant washings and 
cleansings. The food is abundant, well cooked, 
and well served. Some grumble, and you know 
some are born to grumble. They grumble 
wherever they are, and you may as well give 
them justice, and let them go. Our officers are. 
attentive and watchful, and study to do every- 
thing in their power for the comfort of their pas- 
sengers. A regular and thorough inspection 
takes place at eleven o'clock every morning 
throughout the ship, and also at night after the 
work of the day is done. We have on board, as 
you know, Mr. Aspinwall, President of the Steam_ 
Ship Co. He isa gentleman foremost among | 
the American merchants, and seems to be a man 
af high character and intelligence. During his 
stay in California he took pains to see all he 
could of the country. And his interest in it is 
very great. He has mentioned to me repeatedly, 
that our agricultural resources are far in advance 
of anything he expected to find. It was fortu- 
naté for him that he had some opportunity of 
getting information upon this subject, from a 
man so familiar with the subject, as Mr. Beard 
of Mission San Jose. -—

ily safely at rest, I betook myself to a sofa in the 
saloon, and was soon sound asleep. Captain 
McLean, late commander of the Golden Gate, 
occupied a sofa near me. The next thing that 
‘brought me to my consciousness was & severe 
shock, caused by the striking of the ship upon a 
rock. Instantly I was on my feet, and saw Cupt. 
McLean hurriedly speaking a word of assurance 
to a lady, who was very mach alarmed ; and 
passing on deck, I looked out for an instant and 
saw that we were near land, and felt the ship swing 
and sway, and by and by glide off from: the rock. 
I hastened to my state-room and found the ladies 
awake and dressing. By this time the whole 
‘ship was astir, but there was no noise, no confu- 
sion. All knew that we must bein great danger, 
but none except the officers understood its extent. 
Captain Watkins and Mr. Aspinwall were both 
on the look-out when the accident occurred, (it 
was at 21, o'clock in the morning,) and messages 
went up to them quickly from below that the 
ship was filling with water! Soon she struck 
again, causing her to quiver from stem to stern, 
but it proved not to have increased the damage. 
Still the water was flowing in at such a rate as 
to promise in a few minutes to extinguish the 
fires. As fast as possible she was headed to- 
ward land, and all the force of steam left was ap- 
plied to reach it. The great danger was that 
she would fill so fast as to go down with all on 
board before we could reach the beach. It was 
a danger so imminent that the officers felt as if 
the chances were surcly against us, and that the 
fearful probability was of the occurrence of 
another Arctic scene with us in a few minutes. 
But a merciful Providence ordered otherwise. 
The steam did not give out—the wheels did not 
refuse to revolve ; we continued to near the shore, 
and though the water rose so high as to extin- 
guish the fires, the steam remaining carried us to 
a smooth sandy beach in a little cove, where she 
gently glided up ashore. After reaching it, there 
was only power enough left to give the wheels 
two revolutions, so near did we come of faliing 
short of a safe landing before the ship filled. 
During all this scene there was the utmost order 
and decorum. Though we knew not for some 


fifteen minutes or half an hour but that the next 


instant would sce us all engulfed in twenty | 
fathoms of water. Everything was done with 
the utmost promptness and decision. No orders 
were given in a loud tone,—the intense excite- 
ment seemed to cause every one to speak in an 
undertone as they hastened their preparations for 
what might happen, so far as they could. The 


ladies were quiet and composed, and not a scream 


or a sound of alarm was heard among them. It 
should be said, however, that none of them knew 
our danger in its full extent. If a panic had 
been created, the. scene would have been one of 
the most fearful character. The officers were 
self-possessed and firm, taking advantage of 
every circumstance and movement of the ship, 
to facilitate her progress toward the place of 
safety. The blessing of Divine Providence at- 
tended their efforts, and just at the moment when 
our motive power was exhausted, we were safely 
on the beach and the ship righted, and has re- 
mained firm to this time. 

But I will tell you more particularly of the 
place of the wreck and the nature of the damage. 
We were entering the channel between the 
Island Quibo and the Island Kicaron, running at 
a rapid rate—the night clear and the moon 
bright,—everything seeming to promise us an 


arrival in Panama in twenty-four hours, when 


‘| could be for our comfort. The greatest atten- 


the ship struck upon a sunken reef, running off 
from Kicaron in a North and Westerly direction 
about one mile from the shore. Soon, however, 
the ship was backed off and in some half hour or 
less was beached on Kicaron Island, about 217 
miles from Panama. She struck the stern fair, 
knocked off a portion of her cut-water, stove her 
wood-ends, well down, and wrenched the scarf of 
her stem and kelsonu. Her keel is more or less 
injured for twenty-five feet aft from her stem. 
About this seems to be her condition from pres- 
ent appearance. Further examination may de- 


‘ velop something more. 


When we assembled for public worship to-day, 
we felt that we ought to be a most grateful com- 
pany. As we read a Psalm and hymns, and 
offered up our thanksgivings and our prayers, 


tears flowed frecly, and we made mention of the | 


goodness of God. We thought of home and the 
many friends whose prayers ascend for us; put up 
by those who little think how much we need 
them. To add to our mercies, the day has been 
cloudy and cool, comparatively, and the health of 
all on board seems tp be very good. 

As I write now, (9 o’clock Sunday eyening,) 
all is quiet ; most have retired ; no danger is ap- 
prehended, and a grateful company seck repose 
and relief‘ from excitement. Expresses have 
started for Panama, one by land and one by 
water, and signals have been placed in such con- 
spicuous positions that it is hoped they will call 
the John L. Stephens to us, as she will probably 
pass near this place on her upward trip within 
twenty-four hours.

Here we are at last near our Isthmus transit. 
All well and well content. 

Yesterday morning at 2 1-4 o’clock when we 
were all asleep on the Golden Age, a gun was 
fired announcing that relief had come. Just 48 
hours after we went ashore, the J. L. Stephens 
reached us. She learned of our distress from a 
sail boat which we had sent out for Panama, im- 
mediately after we bad beached. Last night, 
also, we met the Panama which the company’s 
agent at Panama had sent out in search of the 
Golden Age, as our arrival was delayed so long. 
A purse was made up on board for the brave 
sailors who undertook to row and sail in a small 
boat all the way from the wreck to Panama 217 
miles. We left the stranded ship sorrowfully yes- 
terday at 3 P. M., with a great depth of water 
in her hold. The officers have strong hopes of 
getting pump force enough on to reduce the wa- 
ter so that she can be got so high on the beach 
as to expose her injury so that it can be repaired. 
We are very kindly entertained on this ship, 
though all told there are hard upon 2000 souls

CAUSES OF TIDES, EARTHQUAKES AND CONTINEN- 
TAL ELEVATIONS.—By C. F. Winslow, M. D. 
The recent discussion in the Boston Society of 

Natural History on the paper of M. Alexis Per- 

ry, Prof. in the Faculty of Sciences of Dijon, en- 

titled “On the relations which may exist between 
the frequency of earthquakes and the age of the 
moon,” and also on the doctrines of centrifugal 
force being the cause of earthquakes, advanced in 

a paper by Mr. Stodder, on the “Changes of the 

surface of the earth,” has led me to make a com- 

munication to the Academy of Sciences of San 

Francisco, on the same subject; but as the theo- 

ory adyanced in my Cosmography, published two 

years since, covers a much larger ground, and 
embraces a multitude of phenomena to which the 
theories of Mr. Perry and Mr. Stodder will not 

apply, I trust the whole subject will receive a 

hew impulse of inquiry by physicists whose op- 

portunities for research and observation are am- 
ple and whose tastes may direct their minds to 
this department of science. The physics of the 
globe is in its infancy and is involved in extreme 
obscurity in many particulars. The utmost care 
shouid be observed in noting all facts in relation 
to the air, ocean, the motions of the pendulum, | 
the periodical fluctuation of springs in mountains, 
valleys, and mines, independent of rains, and mag- 
netic phenomena in connexion with earthquakes, 
and volcanic eruptions whether from known 
craters or at the bottom of the sea, and indeed

But Constantine, who 
had received intelligence of Alexander’s 
death several days before his brother, sent 
a number of letters to his family, in which 
he renewed his renunciation of the sover- 
eign dignity, and declared that he acknowl-

In a manifesto, published Dec. 24th, 
1825, Nicholas published an authentic re- 
lation ofthe circumstances which had called 
him to the throne, and the next day re- 
ceived the oath of fidelity. From that day 


tensify and extend the power which he has 
inherited. 

In striving to attain this end, no difficul- 
ty has been too great to be surmounted, no 
cruelty too atrocious to he employed. He 
is the centre and soul of his goverument, 
and probably does all that one man’s industry 
can do to advance the social welfare of his 
generation, so far as may be compatible 
with the general ‘policy; but he will have 
no coadjutor in this work, Better main- 
tain abuse than see improvements spring 
otherwise than from his own will. In Per- 
sia, Greece, Germany, Austria, and above 
all, Turkey, his diplomacy has been ever 


cessful. The European events of the last 
few years immensely increased his influence 
on th > continent, and constituted him the 
pillar and ground of autocratic government 
from the Vistula to the Rhine. 


Exemplifications of Instinct. 


The similarity between the’ simple in- 
stinctive actions of animals, and their ordi- 
nary organic functions, is so great as to 
suppose that both sets of operations 
are arranged upon similar plans, though 
these may be identical, and that both 
are carried on without the forethought 
or the consciousness of the animal. ‘Thus 
the young bee, on the day when it first 
leaves the cell, without teaching and with- 
out experience, begins to collect honey and 
form wax, and build up its hexagonal cell, 
according to the form which its progeni- 
tors have used from the earliest genera- 
tions. Birds build nests of a certain struc- 
ture, after their kinds and species, and at 
certain seasons, excited by some internal 
impulse, take their migratory flight to 
other countries, The insect which never 
experienced a parents care, or a mother’s 
example, labors assiduously and effectively 
for the future development and sustenance 
of an offspring, which it, in its turn, is 
doomed-never to behold. Others toil all 
summer, and lay up stores for winter, with- 
out ever having experienced the severity of 
such a season, or being in any sensible way 
aware of its approach. 


We know that such actions are the re- 
sult of involuntary and unreflective impul- 
ses, because we often find them performed 
in vain. Sir Joseph Banks had a tame 
beaver which was allowed in a ditch about 
his grounds, and was at all seasons liberal- 
ly supplied with food. One day, about the 
end of autumn, it was discovered in a ditch 


very busily engaged in attempting to con- 


struct a dam after the manner of its com- 
panions in a state of nature. This was cv- 
idently the blind impulse of its instinctive 
feelings, for a moment’s exercise of the low- 
est degree of reflection, must have shown it 
that such labor, under the circumstances in 


fluous. . 
A common quail was kept in a cage, 
and became quite tame and reconciled to 
its food. At the period of its naturul mi- 
gration, it became exceedingly restless and 
sleepless; it beat its head against its cage 
in many vain efforts to escape, and on ex- 
amination its skin was found several de- 
grees above its usual temperature. <A bee 
which can fly homeward one or two miles 
in a straight line to its hive, with extreme 
accuracy, if it happens to enter an open 
window in a room, will exhaust all its ef- 
forts in attempting to get out of the oppo- 
site window, which is closed down, but 
never pause to think of retracing its flight 
a little way backward, so as to fly out at 
the opening at which it had entered. We 
often observe a dog, when going to sleep 
upon the floor turn himself several times 
round before he lies down; and this is just 
one of the lingering instincts which he has 
retained; while in his wild state he is accus- 
tomed thus to prepare his bed amid the 
tall grass or rushes. An acute observer of 
animal habits, has remarked that a jack- 
daw, which, for want of its usual place of 
abode, had, for its nest, made choice of a 
a rabbit hole, was often sorely perplexed 
m what way to get the long sticks, of which 
its nest was to be composed, drawn within 
the. narrow entrance. Again and again 
did it try to pull in the piece of stick, 
while it held it by the middle in its bill, 
and it was only after a series of vain efforts 
that, by mere chance, it at last accomplish- 
ed its object, by happening to seize it near 
one end, instead of the centre. In this 
case it appeared to the observer that the 
building instincts of this bird were complete 
and perfect, within a certain range; but- 
without the limits of this circle it had fo 
deliberate foresight to guide its actions.—
